AT CARNEGIE HALL LAST NIGHT.

Addresses Eloquent and Interesting, sud
Mausic Inspiring.

MISSIONARIES TALK ABOUT INDIANS

Enthusiastic was the reception tendered
the reverend gentlemen who addressed the
Eniscopal missionary- meeting at Carnegie
Hall last night. The addresses listened to
were on the subject of missions, and came
from those who could tell of experiences in
the work of Christianizing the heathen of
our own land. The cloguence of Bishop
Coxe and Bishop Hare seemed to rench the
nearts of the aundience, and frequent ap-
plause burst forth to interrupt the struin of
the address.

Bat, notwilhstanding the fact thal the
speakers were eloquent and the addresses
brilliant, they were not the only features of
the occasion. Inspiring music greatly added
to the evening®s pleasure. There was a
grand chorus of ladies and gentiemen that
filled the platform, and added to their voice
was that of the entire assembly, and when
the well-known old-fashioned hymns were
sung the music swelled into one grand
anthem of praise. To add to all this, and
further tax the already overflowing cup of
pleasure, Mrs. Luecas, of Foxburg, sang as
an offertory a sclection from Handel’s
sublime oratorio, “The Creation.” In intro-
ducing Bishop Coxe, the first speaker of the
evening, Bishop Whitehead said:

BISHOF WHITEHEAD'S INTEODUCTION.
“The thought of holding this meeting in
Carnezie Hall was prompted by the em-
amples we received from Eigland. Thisis
no reason why addresses by the gentlemen you
will listen to to-night, shonld not elicit 25 much
busi and applause as addresses on other
subjects, and we secured this unconsecrated
hall so that we might give vent to the enthu-
stasm awakened In your hearts. It js with great
pleasures that I introduce to you my very Right
Reverend Father and Brother Bistop of New
York."

“I am accustomed to speak in churches,"” said
Bishap Coxe, “and I dou't kuow whether it will
be a sermon or not. but that was tha spirit in
which I received ir. I bope thereis as moch bene-
fit to other= as to me in3 meeting of this kpd.
I am surrounded by & missionary host earnestly
engaged 1n setting forth the ideas of the spread
of the gospel.

The Bishop then took up the question of tha
Greek mission. and culogized the work of Dr.
Hill and bis wife, and fu bullding up-tbe church
in that ancient historical country., He urged.
the chareh o take op this work and push it
further along to the glory of the church, In
closing*he dealt with the mission work of China
sudl.hun, and the unbelicvers of the civilized
worla.

Bishop Whitehead introduced the noxt
speaker by saying:

*I s sorry to be the means of any disappoint-
ment to the andinnce, but I ar ed upnn to
announce that Mr. Herbert Welsh, of Philadel-
phia, was imperatively called away and was
unable to be present to-night However, we
bave with us ane who is right from the land of
the Indian and knows hitn and cap as well en-
tertain us as the speaker annoonced. He is
loved by all the Indians of his diocese who
know him and have learned his true heart.
You will now be sddressed by Rev,
Bishop Hare, of SBouth Dakota”

“T'lhe Indian's heart is not a hard nnn"' said
the Bishop. “nor is it a brutal heart, but it fsa
passivnate heart. P«ogla here have learned o
regari the Indian as a b:ote, but they are sadly
mistaken.™

Continuing Bishop Hare told of some of the
work of the missionary in the West. He spoke
of one town where a clergyman was sent, and,
“as luck would have iL” a wan was _shot dowu
on the very day of his arnival. Here was a
chance tor a taneral, sud, as everybody goes to
a funeral, a work was began that brought out
grand good. In couclusion be said:

“Allour labor has but one object—to reach
the beari. Throogh the heart we work and
can do wonders. I cannot but recal! the words
of that blessed, though unknown poet, who

The primary cause of discontent is trace-
able to the sirike whichisstil in progress in
the East. It is oot forgotlen that at the be-
ginning of last year the members had
over $16,000 in their treasury. This
has disappeared in support of the strikers,
and special sums raised for the purpose as
well. To still provide for the sustensnce of
the 4,000 sirikers an assessment ot 5 per
cent was raised at the beginuing of the year.
This amounts toa tax of from $1 50 to 82
per week which each member has to con-
tribute out of his wages. It is charzed that
under Arrington’e administration the East-
ern strike, instead of gaining ground, has
lost it

There are now 13 noo-union factories in
the East altogether, being seven more than
there were before Arrington’s assumption to
office. These factories pay their men from
156 to 45 per cent less wages than rulein
union houses. The men employed
in them nre ststed to be as skilled
workers, or as nearly so, as their union
rivals, any way, the result of their work is
to ensble the Eastera manufacturers to enter
into an unfmir eompetition with the West-
ern makers, The latter in turn are looking
to their own, all of whom are wuuion, for
some protection against this non-union and
under paid labor, whieh gives their Eastern
ecompetitors such a great advantage over
them.

EEPRIBALS ¥YEARED BY LABORERS,

Local glass workers fear reorisals at the
hands of the manufacturers when the next
wage scale comes ronad for settlement, and
don't want to be caught unprepared. This,
however, is but one source of discontent. -

The scale of wages which rules is not that ap-
proved of by the Baltimore convention of July
last. It is charged that the Conference Com-
mittee which met the manufacturers, departed
from their Instroctions and redoced the rates
on an average of 12 per cent nnder Inst year's.
